Democratic People's Republic of 
Korea and the United States agreed

the DPRK-USA talks and reaching a

The IAEA secretariat, 
however, has deliberately ignored

Analysis of Iran-Contra 


by Ronald Crenshaw 

If ever the Constitution was 
misused or just totally disregarded it 
certainly occurred in the Iran- 
Contra affair. This synopsis is 
taken from an article that appeared 
in the magazine NACLA, Report on 
The Americas (North America 
Congress on Latin America) written 
by Peter Kornbluh and Malcolm 
Byrne in the Nov./Dec. 1993 issue. 

The Iran-Contra affair was a 
shattering violation of the 
Constitution as the executive branch 
literally rolled over both Congress 
and the judiciary. 

It started with Reagan and Bush 
secretly negotiating with Iranian 
officials concerning the release of 
US hostages before Ronald Reagan 
was even elected. president 
[replacing Jimmy Carter]. The 
main players were Reagan; George 
Bush; William Casey, CIA chief; 
Attorney General Edwin Meese; 
National Security Council Chief 
John Poindexter; NSC staffer Oliver 
North; CIA operative Clair George; 
Robert McFarlane, (NSC chief prior 
to Poindexter); Casper Weinberger, 
Defense Secretary; George Schultz, 
Secretary of State; and his deputy, 
Elliott Abrahams. 

The lengthy report by the Office 
of the Independent Council, under 
Judge Lawrence Walsh, is divided 


into chapters on the National 
Security Agencies that played a part 
in the scandal. The report details 
the illicit conduct of more than two 
dozen policymakers and operatives 
from the CIA, NSC, Pentagon, State 
Department and the White House. 

Congress members investigating 
actually argued that "the country 
didn’t need another Watergate." 
They overlooked arrangements made 
with countries that provided material 
support to the Contras; concealment 
of important evidence such as the 
personal notes of Casper 
Weinberger and George Bush; and 
above all, the extent of Bush’s 
knowledge and role in the Iran- 
Contra operations. 

Congressional negligence 
included a refusal to enforce the 
1984 Boland Amendment banning 
aid to the Contras, the granting of 
immunity to North and Poindexter 
over Walsh’s bitter objections, and 
the Senate decision to confirm CIA 
Deputy Director Robert Gates as 
CIA director in 1991, after he was 
almost indicted on charges relating 
to Iran-Contra. 

The lax investigation enabled the 
White House to sustain the massive 
cover-up that we now: know, maybe 
altering the outcome of the 1988 
presidential election.

We must also not be misguided by 
the people in our community whose 
minds are controlled by this system. 
Their plans come from the system; 
ie. "Guns for Toys," or more 
poverty programs or Down With 
Dope, Up with Hope - these 
programs are not the answer for us. 

Malcolm X told us, "The 
worst thing that the white man has 
ever done to us was to teach us to 
hate ourselves." This is not a lie; 
our people have wallowed in self- 
pity, self-hatred and self-destruction 
since the white man has had a 
strong hold on our minds. We will 
never be a self-determining people if 
we continue this senseless dislike of 
our own people. 

In the midst of all this 
madness we must take a look at the 
real violence in our community: the 
miseducation, the poor health 
care, the selling of dope and guns 


to our children, the police 
occupation and continual 
.harassment. These problems are 


not created by us but can be stopped

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New York's newest mayor Adolf 
Guiliani is the second reason why 
the Black community should "Stick 
to Their Guns". His antics during 
New York's mayoral race had 
renewed Black and Latino people's 
worst fears. Case. in point, last 
summer's police rally at City Hall, 
where Guiliani's fascist nature 
surfaced and revealed itself before 
the eyes of stunned citizens. 

On that day, the behavior of the 
mayoral candidate and a thousand 


- plus police officers mirrored an all- 


white southern lynch mob high on 
booze and racial arrogance. They 
stampeded through lower 
Manhattan, knocking over 
barricades and  bystanders, 
screaming Obscenities as well as 
disrupting traffic. To have stormed 
-City Hall and dragged then Mayor 
David Dinkins to the nearest tree in 
City Hall park would have added a 
deeper sense of drama to the after 
protest. 

For us in the communities of 
Harlem, Crown Heights and so 
forth, we knew that with Guiliani as 
mayor, the police would become the 
true menace to society. Many 
sensed that the. classic police 
tradition of "shoot first and ask 
questions later" would be replaced 
by "shoot first, then again, and 
again, and again." And so was the 


case when- less than two weeks into 
his mayoral term and the new year, 








of excessive police force against 


- Black people Guiliani had sided with 


the police versions. So the question 
becomes, "Who is the enemy and 
where is he?" 

In the Black 07 the 
tragedy of Black on Black crime 
won’t be solved by turning in the 
guns. It would only leave us 
defenseless against the increasing 
reality of police occupation. That is 
the existing situation for our 
brothers and sisters in Haiti. The 
majority of Haitian nationals are 
without arms and are literally 
defenseless against the ruthless death.

The Crack, Drug Conspiracy

Based on the evidence of 
increasing numbers of incarcérated 


Black youth, arrests for drug 


possession particularly crack and the 
unfair sentencing by the. courts 
against our youth, we conclude that 


a conspiracy exists and is aimed at. 


Black Youth. This conspiracy 
utilizes crack and other drugs to 
victimize and criminalize our 
children and is institutionalized in 
the particular of the criminal justice 
system where racist policies 
reinforce the conspiracy. 

The volume of guns in our 
communities and random killings of 
our children are what we live with 
daily and prove that this conspiracy 


is real. The laws that are on the 
books only serve the State’s interest 
to criminalize more and young 
people at an early age. The State 
also circumvents its own mechanism 
that provides for the youths” basic 
legal rights which results in 
deliberately victimizing them and 
violating their human rights. 

Young people who end up in | 
the system’s courts, jails and its 
other divisions are mostly Black, 
male and come from all five New 
York City boroughs, in the 16-18 
year age group. Ninety-two percent 
are most likely to be charged with a 
felony compared to 72% of adults.

PAROLE DENIED | 
Sundiata Acoli & Leonard Peltier 





‘ On December 15th after 21 years 
of incarceration, the New Jersey 
Parole Board decided to jail our 
brother, Sundiata Acoli, for another 
20 years. — ; 

Sundiata was one of 13 people 
arrested in the Panther 21 
conspiracy case. He was acquitted 
after being held*jail without bail. 
After a two year long trial he was 
acquitted. Unable to get a job 
because of the FBI harassment of 
possible employers and the increased 
counter intelligence harassment, 
surveillance and provocations, 








Shakur on the New Jersey E 
When they were attacked by state 
troopers one comrade, Zayd Shakur 
was murdered by a state trooper and 
a trooper was killed. Sundiata was 
convicted of the trooper’s death and 
was sentenced to life plus 30 years. 
During his 20 years inside the 
camp Sundiata has been subjected to 
brutal treatment. He was in a 
specially created Management 
Control Unit for almost 5 years ina 
stripped cell which is smaller than a 
space required for 
shepherd. He was only let out ten 
minutes a day for showers and twice 
a week for two hours for recreation. 
There was a time when he was not 
let out for six continuous months. 
While incarcerated at the infamous 
. Marion camp he was locked down 
23 hours a day. His cell contained 
a stone bed and a toilet. He was 
frequently assaulted by the guards. 


Leonard  Peltier is an 
. internationally known Native 


American leader jailed for 17 years

for a crime he did not commit. | 

The US 8th Circuit Court of 
Appeals found that his trial and 
subsequent appeals had been riddled 
with FBI misconduct, including 
coercion of witnesses, perjury, 
fabrication of evidence and 
suppression of vital information. 

The Appeals Court found FBI 
misconduct in the case, “a clear 
abuse of the investigative process." 
Incredibly, they ruled against a new 
trial for Leonard. 

At his ‘trial in 1977, the 
prosecution was so desperate to gain 
a conviction that it claimed that 
Peltier killed 2 FBI agents "in cold 
blood, at point blank range," during 
a confrontation between the 
government and the American 
Indian Movement on the Pine Ridge 
Indian Reservation in South Dakota. 
The prosecution during 1985 and 
1992 appeals admitted, "we do not 
know who shot the agents." 

Despite this admission and proof 
of government fabricated evidence, 
Leonard remains in jail. On 


December 14th, after 17 years of 
captivity, the U.S. parole board

The Mutulu Shakur and Sekou 
Odinga, Political Prisoners of War 
Defense Committee was organized 
to free our two soldiers. They are 
two firm, dedicated, and committed 
revolutionary African men behind 
the walls in Lewisburg Correctional 
Facility. Sekou and Mutulu were 
sentenced to 20 years and 60 years 
SEE These brothers have a 


Mutulu” S ehe 
began when he confronted the social 
service system for assistance for his 
mother, who is blind. He 
participated in the struggle for 
community school control, "I was 
involved because I was miseducated, 
abused, and disrespected," said 
Mutulu. ‘He became a doctor of 
acupuncture and a_ health-care 
worker. At Lincoln Hospital in the 
Bronx, New York he led a program 
which used acupuncture to assist in 
the detoxification of thousands of 
drug addicts. He later joined the 
Provisional Government of the 
Republic of New Africa, the 
National Committee to Free Political 
Prisoners, and the National Task 
Force for COINTELPRO Litigation 
and Research. 

Like many African males the 
reality of prison began early for 
Sekou. At the age of 16 he was 
sentenced to prison for robbery. 
During his three year sentence he 
completed high school. His first 
political education occurred in 
Comstock where he was caught in a 
serious race riot. He became a 
student of Malcolm X. After his 
release Sekou became involved in 
Black political activities in New 
York. He later joined the Cultural 
nationalist movement, . the 
organization of African American 
Unity, and among others the Black 


In October 1982 he was convicted 
of the attempted murder and given 
twenty-five years-to-life and two 
counts of the RICO (the liberation :. 
of Assata Shakur and the 
expropriation of an armored truck), 
for which he was given twenty years 
and $25,000 fine for each RICO - 
charge.

The development of 
clandestine cadres, small cells that 
are totally secret, represents the 
embryo organization structure of the 
Black Nation's Armed Forces.

Tubman), must be internalized by 
all. The first rule is the 


, development of a revolutionary 


guerrilla split personality that must 
be practiced with an art. Cadres 
must have two faces, maintaining 
their public face and liefstyle as 
long as possible. This is necessary 
in order to conceal and protect the 
revolutionary work and continued 
secrecy. This work must be veiled 
to maintain a high probability for 
success. Only when there is a threat 
of immediate exposure and capture 
of clandestine work or its center 
should they become nonpublic and 
become invisible to the masses.

The political and cultural 
environment in which 
revolutionaries work must be 
dynamic and a beacon light for 
scientific study and research of all 
social phenomena that is essential to 
push the revolution forward. 

February 21st will mark the 29th 
anniversary of the infamous 
assassination conspiracy against 
Malcolm, the destruction of his 
organizations, the OAAU and 
Mosque Inc., and the disruption of 
the Black Liberation Movement. El 
Hajj Malik Shabazz, our nation’s 
Black shining prince, was singularly 
responsible for pushing 
revolutionary nationalism to its 
logical revolutionary course, and the 
most advanced revolutionary 
nationalists who were committed to 
making revolution, Malcolm’s 
genius, yet to be duplicated, was his 
ability to skillfully organize every 
sector. of the nation using the 
necessary strategy and tactics of 
fusing secular and religious 
nationalism to the masses. 

For approximately 12-13 months, 
the last months of his life, Malcolm 
accomplished more than any other 
Black leader save Marcus Garvey to 
galvanize the fire and militancy of 


the US State Department’s recently 
published list of terrorist countries, 
four of the six were Islamic: Libya, 
Sudan, lran, lraq. It is not 
coincidental that all of these nations 
are anti-imperialist. The major 
threat to  Amerikkka's interests 
according to the intelligence 
community and the US foreign 
policy will be the Muslim world. 

Fear of a growing "Islamic 
threat" has become more common 
both in response to political events 
and as a justification on counter- 
insurgency assaults by the west new 
world order alliance. The US's 
greatest nightmare is for this same 
Islamic fire to catch hold in 
Amerikkka. Assassinations, co- 
optation, infiltration, intimidation 
tactics, and outright buying 
movements off and stars is all a part 
of their counter intelligence 
insurgency strategy. 

In Algeria, Tunisia, Egypt, there 
are growing Islamic fundamentalist 
movements. "The Muslims were a 
threat to Western Christendom long 
before the rise of fundamentalism." 
Christians assumed a position of 
superiority and therefore had little 
problem with supercessionist views 
towards Judaism.

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Josina Machel: Mozambican Freedom Fighter 


Comrade Josina was born on 
1945, in the 
Province of Inhambane, where her 
parents were working. 

“Her family - Muthemba - is rich 
in patriotic tradition. Almost all the 
other members of her family are in 
the Portuguese prisons, for their 
active role against colonialism. 
Thus Comrade Josina grew up and 
was educated in a spirit of 
patriotism and hatred for the 
oppressors. - 

In 1956, after finishing primary 
education, she went to Lourenco 


` Marques to do a commercial course, 


and completed the 4th year. Asa 
student she was integrated into the 
clandestine political activities which 
were mobilizing Mozambican youth. 

After the creation of FRELIMO 
she became a member of a 
FRELIMO clandestine cell, and was 
an active organizer, mobilizing the 
youth to follow her example and 
join FRELIMO. In March, 1964, 
she left-her family and her studies 
and together with a group of 


` comrades, left Mozambique through 


the underground for Tanganyika. 


The Secret Service of Rhodesia 
intercepted the whole group at : 


Victoria Falls and sent them back to 


- Lourenco Marques where PIDE 


imprisoned them. 

Whilst in jail Comrade Josina 
was subjected to pressures and 
threats and was held 
incommunicado. Having failed with 
their r threats, the PIDE tried to bribe 


her with the promise of a 


scholarship to Portal. Comrade 
Josina did not succumb to 
corruption as she had not succumbed 
to intimidation. She refused the 


scholarship, and was firm in her 


decision to join the FRELIMO 
fighters. É 

In August, 1964, as a result of 
an international campaign of 
solidarity mobilizing youth of many 
countries, the PIDE was forced to 
release Comrade. Josina and the 
whole group. Immediately she 


. South Africa. 


again took up her post in the ranks 
of the clandestine militants and 
played a leading part in a massive 
campaign for the distribution of 
FRELIMO pamphlets throughout 
southern Mozambique on Christmas 
Eve, 1964. 

At the beginning of 1965, 
together with other comrades, she 
attempted another escape through 
Swaziland. In the group were 4 of 
her cousins and her younger sister. 
They travelled underground through 
On arrival in 
Bechuanaland the British authorities 
arrested them. At that time the 
Decolonization Committee was 
meeting. The British Government 
was denounced at the meeting for its

connivance With Portuguese 
colonialism, and was forced to free 
the whole group, after having kept 
them in jail for 12 days. Finally, in 
May, 1965, Comrade Josina and her 
comrades arrived in Tanzania. 

The FRELIMO leadership, 
taking into consideration the high 
patriotic and revolutionary spirit of 
comrade Josina, entrusted her, in 
August, 1965, with the delicate task 
of organizing political education in 
a women's unit in Niassa Province. 
This task she undertook successfully 
for 6 months. 

In 1967, FRELIMO proposed 
that she accept a scholarship to 
continue her studies abroad. She 


asked that instead she be allowed to' 


join the Women's Detachment which 
the Central Committee had just 
created.

the colonialist war. She was one of 


` the promoters and organizers of the 


orphanages and also took an 
extremely important part in the 
restructuring and development of the 
Tunduru Educational Center. 

In May, 1969, she married 
Comrade Samora M. Machel, who 
was later elected President. of 
FRELIMO, in May, 1970. Her 
marriage, far from removing her 
from the struggle, was a factor 
which gave her a new stimulus. 

She undertook many missions in 
different provinces, where at the 
same time she promoted the struggle 
for the emancipation of women and 
their total integration in the

Her health deteriorated rapidly;

Her high revolutionary spirit in 
accepting sacrifices moved the 
doctors and comrades who were 
with her. Moments before she died, 
she told them: "I leave behind two 
preoccupations, the Revolution and 
my family."

like the famous Adelita pictured at 
right on board a troop train, 
fought in the armies of Zapata and 
Villa during the Mexican 
Revolution of 1910. In the great

Malcolm X gave this speech in May 1964 in response to rumors spread by the New York daily newspapers about the alleged 
existence of a band of violent young Negroes, calling themselves "Blood Brothers," 


Mr. Chairman, fellow speakers, 
friends, | didn't know until this 
afternoon about the forum this 
evening. But one of my co- 
workers, who is very able and 
capable, Brother James Shabazz, 
told me about it, and I couldn't 
resist the opportunity to come. 
Some writer said one of my 
weaknesses is that I can't resist a 
platform. Well, that's perhaps true. 
Whenever you have something to 
say and you're not afraid to say it, 
I think you should go ahead and 
say it, and let the chips fall where 


they may. So I take advantage of 


all platforms to get off my mind 
what's on it. 

Also, they say travel broadens 
our scope, and recently l've had an 
opportunity to do a lot of it in the 
Middle East and Africa. While I was 
travelling | noticed that most of 
the countries that had recently 
emerged into independence have 
turned away from the so-called 
capitalistic system in the direction 
of socialism.

Excerpts from an intervention by 
Sudan at the UN General Assembly 
48th Session by Siraj Yousif 


In order to reach a clear and 
common accepted definition of the 
term "terrorism" it [is] important to 
make a distinction between terrorism 
as such and the legitimate right of 
all peoples suffering the yoke of 
imperialism, racism and foreign 
domination to fight against such 
oppression, exercise their right to 
self-determination, live in freedom 
and independence, and define their 
own choices and the political regime 
to which they aspired. All these 
rights are protected by charters and 
international customary law as well 
as by the principles of international 
law. In certain aspects current 
social conflicts are rooted in the 
violation of the fundamental right of 
self-determination, 
freedom and independence. Rather 
than merely applying the label of 
"terrorist" to certain groups or 
individuals, efforts must be made to 
arrive at a definition of the term 

"terrorism" RONDES an 
criminal act not justified Or 
custom which threatens the lives of 
innocent individuals, 
interests of the States or the right of 
peoples to define their identity and 
their cultural choices, particularly 


-where there are great disparities 


between the power and. means of 
aggressor and victim States.

In that connection the fact of

Caribbean Supports 
Move on Apartheid

Although death rattles signaling 


the end of apartheid in South Africa 


can be heard everywhere, Caribbean 
nations and other members of the 
UN aren't backing off efforts to 
have apartheid recognized as a 
crime.... 

CARICOM states linked up 
with more than 100 other countries 
to approve a resolution which calls 
on UN Secretary-General Boutrous 
Boutrous-Ghali to do more to 
encourage nations which haven’t 
already done so to ratify or 
otherwise agree to be bound by the 
provisions of the International 
Convention which seeks to suppress 
the practice of apartheid and punish 
those who uphold it as official 
policy. 

Only one country, the United 
States, voted against the resolution 
while 48 nations abstained. Ten 
states, including St. Kitts-Nevis, 
were absent when the vote was 


taken. 
Most of the world’s rich nations 


either abstained or failed to turn up . 


for the vote. 

The countries which backed the 
measure are really calling on the 
UN to appeal to the international 
community to do more to make 
people around the world more aware 
of the crime of apartheid. 
example, the Secretary General is 
being urged to disseminate 


information on the International 


Convention so that more nations 
would endorse it. 

But the crime of apartheid and 
the International Convention were 
not the only questions of racism and 
ethnicity which caught the attention 
of the General Assembly. 

With CARICOM _ countries 
going along with 90 other nations, 
the General Assembly approved a 
resolution which warned the Serbian 
forces that they would eventually 
have to pay a price for the campaign 
of “ethnic cleansing" in Bosnia and 
Herzegovina.

material assistance from drug 
traffickers.". It substantiated that at 
the highest levels of the Reagan 
White House, US officials were 
willing to cut deals with major drug 
traffickers. 

Both the Reagan and Bush White 


‘ Houses used the power of the 


executive office to undermine the 
judicial branch of government and 
block prosecutions of key US 
oficials. In the case of the CIA’s 


agency considered him guilty of 
lying to the Reagan-appointed 
Tower Commission about the illegal 
Contra resupply operations. 

Yet the CIA, with Bush’s support 
aborted Fernandez’ trial on perjury 
charges by refusing to declassify 
what Walsh called "fictional 
secrets", including the well-known 


existence of CIA stations in 
Honduras, Guatemala and El 
Salvador. . Similarly, the CIA 


refused to declassify documents on 
Middle East operations necessary for 
Walsh's prosecution of wrongdoing 
surrounding the sale of arms to Iran 
and the transfer of profits to the

Contra war. In the end nobody was 
prosecuted for misconduct relating 
to the core issue - the diversion 
itself. 

This rampant obstruction of 
justice culminated in the presidential 
pardons of December 24, 1992. 
Bush's eleventh-hour move 
prevented the January 5, 1993 trial 
of Cap Weinberger which would 
have exposed the cover-up and 
those, including Bush, who 


participated in it. With this pardon, 


Walsh stated, Bush had "frustrated 
the exposure and orderly 
prosecution * of executive branch 
wrongdoing", and "manifested an 
absolute disdain for the rule. of 
law."

Islam was considered a heresy 
preached by a deluded or misguided 
prophet, and a direct challenge to 
Christianity. A combination of fear 
and ignorance produced a body of 
legends. 

Lt. Khalid Islambuli, "I am 
Khalid Islambuli, I have killed 
Pharaoh, and I do not fear death." 
These were the revolutionary 
principles that were espoused by an 


- Islamic fundamentalist who was . 


responsible for assassinating Anwar 
Sadat, President of Egypt. 


Islam, as a religion, culture and . 


way of life, was essentially based on 
principles founded on tolerance and 
peaceful coexistence with other 
civilizations and religions.
